St. Petersburg, March 2.—According to 
a dispatch from Port ‘Arthur twenty 
Chinese were arrested there for signalling 
the Japanese ships off the shore with 
flashlight and lanterns. A warning has 
been issued that similar offenders will 
hereafter be treated as spies and shot. 

Although it is denied that the present 
plans of the admirality contemplate the 
dispatch of the Black sea or Baltic fleets 
to the Far East, it is beyond question 
that both are being prepared with the 
greatest haste to meet any emergency. 
General Altvator, the artillery specialist, 
and Admiral Verkhosky have been in- 
specting the ships and: crews of the sea 
fleet. 

Work on the warships is being push- 
ed night and day. 
dino and Oriel and the Kamtchatka are

AGREED AS TO THE EAST. 
Chicago, March 2.—frxt Hiokj, first 
secretary of the Japanese legation at 
Washington, and Tosaburo Kadoya, of 
the Yokohama specie bank, have arr-ved 
at Chicago, en route from Yokohama, 
to Washington: Secretary Hioki was 
secretary of the Japanese commissioners 
who drew up the treaty between China 
and Japan at Shanghai last fall, which, 
like the American treaty with China, 


provided for the opening of the ports of; 


Mukden and Antung and Tatungkao, 

“On many points the Japanese govern- 
ment and the United States seem agreed,” 
said the diplomat. “They are united on 
the open-dor policy and the integrity of 
China. Japan and the United States 
would suffer most from the acquisition of 
parts of China by Russia. The Russian 
policy in Manchuria seems to be to ex- 
clude all other nations. 

“The impression among my people fs 
that the government did not go to war 
quickly enough. They clamored for it 
long before hostilities began. The people 
will do all In their power to support the 
government. Even the school children 
are helping to provide fers for carrying 
on the war.”

Russian Government Deprecates 
Utterances of Its Newspapers

Says It lai To Maintain the 
Friendship That Has Always 
Existed Between Russia and 
the United States—Food- 
stuffs Are Contraband. 


St. Petersburg, “March 2.—The Russian 
government earnestly desires the cote 
servation of the ancient friendship be- 
tween the United States and the empire. 
The opinion is expressed here that the 
two countries are now on the eve of a 
better underStanding of the points con- 
cerning which differences have existed. 
The campaign of recrimination which is 
progressing in a portion of the press of 
both countries is deprecated ‘and the 
government hefe specifically —disavows 
responsibility for the utterances of some 
Russian .papers against the United 
States, which, In turn, have inflamed a 
portion of the American press against 
Russia. 

An Official of the foreign office pointed 
out to t Associated Press today the 
erroneous impression prevailing abroad 
that Russian newspapers, owing to the 
censorship exercised over the news, ex- 
pressed only such views as are sanction: 


red by the authorities, whereas; as a mat-" 


ter of fact, the newspapers egitorially 
have the widest latitude and they fre- 
quently embarrass the government by 
their unrestricted criticism of other coun- 
tries. i 

The correction of the original version 
of the Vicksburg incidént, at Chemul- 
po, has already affected Russian public 
opinion fayorably. The report of Com- 
mander Marshall, captain of.the Vicks- 
burg, has been communicated to For- 
eign Minister Lamsdorff by United 
States Ambassador McCormick, and the 
formal thanks® of the Russian admiralty 
will be tendered as soon as a detailed 
report is received from the capiain of 
the Variag. 

As to Foodstuffs. 

The foreign office points out that the 
views held at Washington regarding. 
foodstuffs as contraband of war agrees 
with theirs, if such foodstuffs are fie- 
stined for private individuals. aA dif- 
ficulty would be to determine the ul- 
timate destination of such material. It 
might be consigned to private parties, 
but eventually reach the military gov- 
ernment. The foreign office holds that 
foodstuffs shipped in large quantities

Will Be Paid forin Blood, 


No Heturns for the $600,000,000 
Spent on the Islands—The Most 
Worthless Possession That 
Ever Rotted Under Trop- 
ical Sun, He Says. 


Washington, March 2.—The biil for the 
regulation of Philippine sh:pping was 
again the principal subject ef considera- 
tion by the genate today. It was made 
the subject of a somewhat general dis- 
cussion of the Philippine question, and 
was amended so as to defer for a year 
the time when the bill shall take effect. 

At .«Mr. Mallory’s’ suggestion, the -bill 
was .so amended as to except supplies 
for the army and navy, so as t% vrevent 
confi.ct with the bill reguiating the ship- 
ment of government supplies which was 
passed yesterday. 

During the debate it was stated -that 
Secretary Taft had expressed a willing- 
ness that the proposed law should be 
enacted in case the tariff on Philippine 
products was reduced. 

Mr. Patterson accepted the suggestion 
of a revision of the Philippine tariff as 
“a threat of another raid on sugar and 
tobacco,”” and said the friends of the 
sugar and tobacco industries would re- 
sist. every effort of that kind by all legi- 
timate parliamentary tactics, 

Mr. Carmack contended that there had 
been no adequate returns for the $600,- 
000,000 spent by the United States on the 
Philippines, which he pronounced “the 
most worthless possession that ever rot- 
ted under a tropical sun.’’ He predicted 
that in time the fslands would ‘have to 
be “pad for not only in treasure,,.

“And the manifesto of President Wood- 
ruff declaring a suspension of the polye- 
amy ‘principle was a revelation, was it 
not?” 4 

"Tea" 

“How can that be?” pressed Mr. Bur- 
rows. @ One declares in favor of polys- 
amy and the other stops it.’ 

“T adhere to both in my belief,’ said 
Mr. Smith. “I believe polygamy was 
right’ or I should never have married 
mor,,.than one wife.” 

Malygamy Not Prohibited. 

“*, I understand it,” Mr. Hoar inter- 
rupt‘d, “the last revelation does not pro- 
hibit polygamy, but merely suspends the 
forn\¢r principle commanding it. It may

Mr. Tayler asked a number of quées- 
tions relating to Abraham Q. Cannon 
and otherS of the Mormon fasily to 
bring out the witness’s knowledge of the 
question whether or not they had been 
polygamists and whether they. had mar- 
ried since the manifesto of 1890. 

Mr. Smith said he was acquainted with 
Tillian H. Hamlin, who was Known as 
the wife of Mr. Cannon; but that he had 
never seen her before (896. 

‘Mr. VanCott, on behalf of Senator 
Smoot, made a protest against going 
into #%e conduct of persons not interested 
in the case and as€ing questions which 
could have no bearing on it before the 
committee. He declared that the state 
laws’ protect a person in his belief, 

Mr. Tayler said he was pursuing the 
line of inquiry set out in the protest 
agains? Mr. Smoot to the effect that the 
president of the Mormon church ard the 
majorty of the @ lye apostles were 
practicing polygamy. -He said Mr. Smith 
is the husband of five wives and believes 
still in the principles of polygamy. 

“Do you expect to prove in that con- 
nection that the president and twelve 
aposties from a propaganda of polyga- 
my?’ asked Mr. Beveridge. 

“We do,’’ said Mr. Tayler. 

In relation to revelations the witness 
said the church holds that any elder may 
receive a revelation for his own guid- 
ance. 

“Then Mr. Smoot may receive a revela+ 
tion direct Nom God?" said Mr. Tayler. 

“For his own guidance, yves,’’ was the 
answer. 


As to Revelations. 

In response to direct questioning, Mr. 
Smith said only those revelations to the 
president which had been presented to 
the church and accepted by the members 
were binding upon them. Mr. Overman 
wanted to know what happened to those 
who did not believe in the inspired reve- 
lations.’’ 

“Were they unchurched?” he asked. 

“They unchurch themselves,’ was the 
response, 

After more direct questioning concern- 
ing the rights of the church members to 
reject revelations, Mr. Tayler put the sit- 
uation in this form: 

“May the members of the church say. . 
to you:: ‘We deny that God hag. told 
you to tell us that and we will not re- 
ceive your revelation?’ could that occur 
in the church. 

“Tt could,’’ was the reply. 

“Has this ever been done?” asked Mr. 
Hoar. 

“Not that I know of.”’ 

“Now that is just what I have been 
calling attention to,’’ said Mr. Hoar, 
“The witness says ‘Not that I know of.’ ”’ 

Turning to Mr. Smith, he remarked 
that .the answer expresséd doubt and 
more pointedly he asked: 

“Has the church ever rejected any of 
your revektions? Have any of the rev- 
elations been rejected?” 

“May I say a word on that first?’ 
asked Mr. Smith: He stood up and was 
noticeably concerned at the trend of the 
question. In an extended explanation of 
the relationg the members of the church 
bear to those in high authority, among 
other things, he said: 2 

“The members of the Mormon church 
are among the freest, most independent 
people of all the Christian denominations. 
They have freedom of speech, freedom of 
thought. They are not all united on 
every principle of the church. They 
are not expected to be. They are entitled 
to their own conception in regard to the 
principles of the church. Their own 
conception of what appears. to them to 
be the right or the wrong. So long as 
one accepts: God and his opinion is not 
in conflict with the accepted standards of 
the church, he enjoys following in the 
church. He who denies God, he who 
commits adultery or steals or Hes or 
bears false witnesses against his neigh- 
bor in any way or goes contrary to the 
cardina] principles of our Christian relig- 
ion is cOmpelled to withdraw. But one 
who is honest, virtuous, believes in God 
and has a little faith in our yeligion, 
is nurtured though he may not belfeve in 
the church in all that it teaches. In 
that book (Mr. Smith pointed to one of 
the volumes that had been identified ear- 
lier in the proceedings) is a revelation of 
plura] marfriages. Not wore than three 
Or four per cent of the entire member- 
Ship of the church have entered that 
state. All the rest have abstained from 
plural Marriages and many thousands 
have rejected the principle entirely.” 


As to Plural Marriages. 
Mr. DuBois remarked: 
“T notice that you say many thou- 
sands rejected the doctrine of plural 
marriages. Do you mean that they never 


practiced plural marriages or that they 


declared against the doctrine?’ 
Mr. Smith answered again that many 


thousands in the church had declared } - 


against the principle of plural marriages 
as given to the church in a revelation 
from Joseph Smith, Jr. To bring out the 
effect of refusing to subscribe to the 
teachings of the church, Mr. Hoar asked 
a number of questions, and Mr, Smith 
said: 

“The principle of revelations is the fun- 
damental principle of the church.” 


“Have you ever received such a revée- 


lation direct from God?”’ asked Mr. Tay- 
ler. 

“T never said I: had received a revela- 
tion except that God has shown me that 
Mormonism is God’s divine truth," sald 
Mr. Smith. 

“How has God shown you that?” asked 
Mr. Burrows.

Mr. Bailey said that he assumed that 
alj the testimony being brought out in 
regard to the: religion of the Mormon 
church had some sound relation to the 
influence: the church had in civil affairs 
and that unless he was assured of that 
he should object.

Semi-oceasionally the statement is 
made that the sympathy and moral 
support of Germany, in the conflict 
now going on in the East, is with Rus- 
sia. This is true, perhaps, for Ger- 
many is not by any means in favor of 


‘the equality of all the nations in what 
‘is called the open door policy in the 


Far East; and yet it is said to have 
been Germany, which, on learning that 
the American secretary of state had a 
plan for guaranteeing) the integrity of 
China, no matter what may be the re-. 
sult of the present war. suggested that 
he would do well to try the effect of 
his proposition on the powers. The 
‘result has been what we have seen. 
The powers ‘have agreed to Mr. Hay’s 
plan with an alacrity that is surprising 
when we consider the various inter- 
ests and desires involved. 

If, therefore, the German represen- | 
tative in this country imagined that 
Mr. Hay’s plan would be received cold- 
ly and suspiciously, he has had ample | 
time in which to discover his mistake, 
and to recover from the accompanying 
shock of surprise. There is_no doubt 
that the German emperor, young, rest- 
less and ambitious out of the ordi-, 
nary, has‘had his desires fixed on the 
probable partition of China by Rus- 
sia, and he has stood ready to share 
both the responsibility and the prof- 
its: he would have been glad to par- 
take of. what may be termed the 
odium of partition, if he could thereby 
acquire. @ share in the control or ‘the 
government of the’ territory of China. 

For this reason Germany: has been 
pro-Russian and é anti-British, so 
far -as tne eastern question is 
concerned: but the German em- 
peror, who is far from being as 
wild.and as irresponsible as rumor 
paints him, has never fully committed 
himself to the Qussian scheme in 
China. That he has not is probably 
due to the course of Russian diplo- 
macy, or what is politely called ‘diplo- 
macy. A far better name for it would 
be duplicity, and this, in fact, is what 
it is and what’it has been all along. 
Russian duplicity, therefore, has de- 
feated its own aims for the time being. 
The bear has béen found out, has been 
caught with the incriminating~papers 
on him, and as a result he is now en- 
gaged in a war in which he does not 
show to advantage, and in which he 
cannot depend on the active support 
of even his French ally. ° 

In the circumstances, therefore, it 
is natural that Germany, desiring, as 
the trust experts would say, to get in 
on the, ground floor in whatever 
scheme is uppermost in the way of 
trade in the Far East, should be anx- 
ious to see what effect the perfectly 
peaceful plan of Mr. Hay for guaran 
teeing the integrity of China would 
have on the rival powers.. The propo- 
sition has been formally made to them, 
and they have all astonished one an- 
other by agreeing to. what seems to be 
so feasible. 

Yet it should not be forgotten that 
the European powers discover in Mr. 
Hay’s plan an excuse or an oppor- 
tunity for policing China. They never 
lose sight of the fact that they are 
based on military systems, rather than 
the consent of the people, and they 
feel that the most peaceful policy is 
likely to become militant overnight. 
No one need be surprised, therefore, .if 
Mr. Hay’s plan has excited the curt- 
osity of the powers. From their poin 
of view, several interesting questions’ 
are raised. What is to be the future 
of Manchuria? And what is to be the 
outcome should the Boxers create 
trouble again, or should internal strife 
threaten to disturb China? Then, 
again, while the policing of China 
might go on peacefully, and every- 
thing be perfectly serene, neverthe- 
less, the contingency might arisé “in 
which the guaranteeing powers would 
fall to blows among themselves, and 
what then would happen? 

This sort of curiosity and these 
kinds of questions occur natwrally to 
nations that may be said to live in 
armed camps, and who are always 
ready to pounce on or be pounced on, 
But it may be said that Mr. Hay, who 
has no armed men about him, and 
who is not in the habit of looking At 
questions through the “sight” of a 
gun, does not believe that,;his plan 
involves any display of military force: 
in fact, it does away with militarism’ 
completely so far as China is con- 
cerned; and this view is set forth by 
men who are very close to Mr. Hay— 
Mr. Henry Loomis Nelson, for ex- 
ample, who knows how to give the 
public the real views of great men 


any mistaken impression that these 
views may create. 


It may be said. then, that Mr. Hay’s 
plan for guaranteeing the neuttality 
and integrity of Chinese territory ts 
thoroughly American, being simple 
and direct, and still meaning more 
than appeafs .on the surface. The 
European governments, however, have 
not agreed to the plan without under- 
standingit. It involves simply a decla- 
ration by the powers that the ruling 
dynasty in China shall be maintained’ 
against the aggression of each and al] 
the contracting parties, as wel) as 
agftinst -Russia. In terms of com- 
merce, it means that the business in- 
terests and merchants Af all nations 
shall trade freely in Ghina, the open 
door being open to all. 

In the face of such an agreement 
there need be no fear of Russian or 
other domination in China, for the 
plan is automatic and depends only on 
the agreement of the powers, and 
neither armed troops nor battle ships 
are necessary to put it in operation 
and carry it out. Moreover, it is a 
plan in the interests of peace, for it is 
only in the absence of disorder that 
trade makes its customary progress 
and secures measurable profits. The 
open door means peace between the

The British in India have for sev- 
eral years noticed an unusual interest 
on the part of the native population 
in everything Japanese./ This interest 
was awakened by the triumph of the 
mikado’s arms in China a decade ,ago, 
and intensified by the créditable 
showing made by the Japanese sol- 
diery in the brief intervention cam- 
paign of the powers to rescue Pekin 
from the hands of the Boxer rebels. 
The report that the Japs exhibited 
more courage, more skill and more

was received with warm approval by 
the brown men of India, apparently 
from reasons of race pride, the Jjapan- 
ese being Asiatics‘and neighbors to 
the Malays. 

After the Chino-Japanese war the 
leading Indian native journals main- 
tained special correspondents in Ja- 
pan and the wealthier Hidus began 
to get in close touch with Japanese 
civilization. The London correspond- 


Vermya, who tells the sensational 
story yf ‘Indian disaffection, says 
“the whole Hindu. mass began to be 
fascinayed by Japan and to place upon 
her hoyes of deliverance. Hindus be- 
gan to travel.in Japan. to reside in 
Japan and to study in her schools. At 
present the fashion among well to do 
Hindus is to send their boys to Japan, 
where they formerly sent them to 
England.

An article on Japan, written 
by an “Englishman returning from travels 
there, “evoked a whole mailbag of Jet- 
ters ty him from editors of other ga- 
mettes, mabobs, rajahs, etc. They had 
taken nim for a Japanese and expressed 
their ‘elight that at-least one of the 
future liberators of their country had 
arrived. Some even sent presents, and 
offered subscriptions for the prosecution 
of the secret propeganda. The whole 
correspondence fell into the hands of 
the .\nglo-Indian government, which 
could not contain itself in its astonish- 
ment. Lord Curzon viewed the affair se- 
riously. but smothered it in order to pre- 
vent iis dissemination.

HARRY SHARP « 
DIES IN FRISCO 


Prominent Atlanta Druggist 
Passes Away on Pacific 
Coast, 


Information has ‘been received in At- 
lanta from San Francisco to the effect 
that Harry Sharp, formerly a member 
of the firm of Sharp Bros., druggists, 
and one of the best known and most 
prominent pharmacists in Georgia, died 


in that city on February I! of heart fail- 
ure, 


and the other member of the firm of 


Sharp Bros., was notified of his brother's 
death shortly after it occurred, but he 
has only been recently acquainted ‘with 
the details. The deceased is survivea 
by his wife and three children, who were 
with him in San Francisco, and also by;

Atlanta, and Cyrus Sharp, of Forsyth. 
Mr. Sharp was one of the examiners of 
the Georgia state board of pharmact, 
and was also a’member of the American 
Pharmaceutical Association. He was a 
recognized leader in his profession ana 
his efficiency and ability as a druggist 
had won for him a wide reputation. He 
was wel] known and highly respected in 
Atlanta and throughout: this section and 
had hosts of warm personal friends. 
After taking several trips to the Pa- 
Cific slope, Mr. Sharp decided that the 
climate of that section would prove ben- 
eficial to his health, and in 1902 he 
dissolved partnership with his brothea 
and moved to the Pacific coast.

This action came as a climax to a 
heated discussion, which followed the ef- 
forts of Senators Clay and Culberson, 
and other democratic members to force 
the committee to consider:the Clay res- 
olution calling for an investigation by 
the senate into the case of ‘Perry Heath. 
Assista Attorney General Robb, of the 
post office department, was a’ witness be- 
fore, the committee on another matter. 

After he had expressed his views upon 
that, Senators Clay, Culberson and other 
democrats went after him rough shod on 
the Heath case. They made him admit 
that only through the statute of limita- 
tions did Heath escape prosecution and 
that there were doubts whether this 
could properly apply. 

Robb went.on to express himself as 
believing he could have secured the con- 
viction of Heath. Senator Scott and other 
republicans: raised a howl and finally 
voted to efrike out all reference to Heath’ 

stimony.

Senators Culberson and Clay strongly 
objected to the preposition to’str:ke out 
the statement made by Mr. Robb from 
the record, and Senator Clay said he was 
going to bring the matter up in the sen- 
ate; but Chairman Penrose ruled that it 
was a committee matter, which should 
not go into the senate, Senator Scott 
insisted that Mr. Robb came before the 


committee as a representative of the post- 
office department to explain the pro- 
visions of the anti-lottery bill; that all 
reference to the postoffice investigation 
was irrelevant and had no place in the 
hearing. ‘ 
Subsequéntly Mr. Robb stated that what 
he intended to say, was that if the evi- 
dence had warranted the indictment of 
Heath, he ‘“‘would have been glad to see:

BURNETT BADLY WOUNDED 
“BY HADEN, HUGHES 


a 


‘Officers of Clayton Refuse To Arrest 


Hughes for Alleged Crime—It 
Is Said He Was Advised 
To Take the Steps 
He Did. ! 


Robert Burnett, a young white man,- 
was badly wounded. Monday night as 
the result of a sensational shooting af- 
fray which ogcurred just below College 
Park, in Clayton county. Burnett was 
Shot with a shotgun by Haden H. 
Hughes, a well known contractor of that 
county. — , : 

Hughes has not been arrested, officers 
of the law gqeclining to take hin into 
custody owing to the circumstances gur- 
reunding the ‘shooting. The affair has 
created considerable excitement in the 
section immediately below College Park, 
and it is stated that the prevailing sen- 
timent is al] in favor of Hughes. 

Burnett is about thirty years of age, 
and the<son of a prominent mill owner 
of Columbus, Ga. When shot, Burnett 
was in the yard of the: Hughes home, 
according to the statement of Hughes, 
and is charged with having tried to ef- 
fect an entrance into the house ihrough 
a window. The trouble, it is stated, 
grew out of the charge that Burnett was 
too attentive to Mrs. Hughes. Hughes 
is said to have ordered Burnett off his 
premises once before on the same night 
of the shooting, threatening him with 
personal violence should he again re- 
turn. Hughes is about fifty years of 
age, and is well known and highly re- 


ing professor in the United States.army 
Young Men’s Christian Association, and 
Burnett was in the army. The men be- 
came fast friends, and, at the conclusion 
of the war, Hughes invited Burnett to 
live with him, promising him a’ posi- 
tion. ‘The invitation was accepted, and 
Burnett resided at the Hughes home for 
some time. 

The present trouble, however, began 
about a year and a haif ago, when 
Hughes is said to have become convinced 
that Burnett had violated his friendship 
by trying to alienate his wife's affec- 
tions. The contractor ordered Burnett to 
leave his place, but it is stated that he 
returned. He was then arrested by the 
Clayton county authorities and placed 
in jail, where he remained for several 
months, finally being released on condi- 
tion that he would not again visit the 
Hughes home. 

It is charged,- however, that Burnett 
failed to observe this condition, and 
finally the enraged husband again ap- 
pealed to the authorities, he being ad- 
vised, it is stated, that he had the right 
to kill the alleged intruder. [lughes 
met Burnett at his home Monday night, 
and proceeded to ‘run him away, telling 
him, it is said, that he would shoot him 
if he returned. 

Hughes’ Statement. 

Hughes stated to the officers that be- 
tween I! and 12 o’clock Monday night 
he heard some one trying to get.in the 
house at one of the windows, and _that 


.on rushing out into the yard, with his 


double-barrele@ shotgun in his hands, he 
discovered Burnett in the yard. lMughes 
immediately leveled the gun at him and 
fired one load, Burnett falling to the 
ground. Hughes then ran to a neigh- 
bor’s house for assistance, and when 
examination was made, it was found 
that Burnett had been shot in the 
right arm and in the side and hip, a 
large number of shot having penetrated 
the body. His condition was considered 
very serious at first, but it is now 
thought that he was -not so badly 
wounded as then supposed. The wound- 
ed man has been removed to the city. 

Hughes made no attempt to escape, 
but offered to surrender to the officers 
of the law. After investigating the case, 
however, the officers refused to arrest

him. Marshal Joe C. Forbes, of Col- 
lege Park, was notified of the shoot- 
ing, and he also made an investigation. 
Hughes went to College Park twice on 
Tuesday to surrender to Marshal Forbes, 
The first time failing to find him, and, 
on his second visit, the marshal declined 
to take him into custody. 
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WILL COUNTIES OBJECT 


TO COMMITTEE'S ACTION 


Question of Primary Assessments Is Discussed. 
Judge R. T. Daniel, of Griffin, a Prominent 
Candidate for Delegate to St. Louis. 


HE recent action of the state demo- 
T cratic ,executive committee in as- 

sessing each state house officer $50 
for expenses incident to the primary elec- 
tion on April 20, in lieu of all other as- 
Sessments by counties, or otherwise, has 
been a subject of considerable discus- 
sion in political: circles. 

Heretofore the various counties of the 
state or the great majority of them have 
been in the habit of assessing the can- 
didatea for state offices such sum as they 
saw fit from $1 to $10, or sometimes even 
as Righ as $15. The result has been that 
the state house officials have been put 
to an expense of $250 to $400 every time 
there was an election. It was so two 
years ago and all the state house of- 
ficerg, while’ they criticised the system, 
met the assessments without comment. 

Naturally the stnte house officers and 
those who are tandidates for such of- 
fices are glad to see that the state com- 
mittee has taken this matter in hand 
and by its resolution of Monday cut down 
the expense to $50. This assessment of 
$50 each is to cover all expenses sd far 
as the state house officers are concerned, 


and the committee further provided that. 


after such assessment was paid, if any 
name were left off the ticket which 
should be there, such ticket will be held 
illegal and void and will not be counted. 

The state house officers express them- 
selves as highly satisfied with this ac. 
tion, but some of them are fearful that 
certain counties in the state will en- 
deavor to collect assessments from them 
as heretofore. One of the state officials 
said yesterday he feared it was going to 
be productive of trouble, as: the result 
of some of the counties holding that the 
committee should not have shut them 
off from thus securing expense mosey 
for the primaries. Some of the counties 
have contended, it is said, that the state 
committee had only to do with fixing the 
date of the primary and the date of the 
state convention, and should not have 
interfered in the matter of the assess- 
ments. The omy thing the counties can 
do, if they desire to take revenge, is to 
fix a different date for their county pri- 
mary, but it is not likely that many of 
them will do this.

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Law Resarding Falure To Make 
Returns Will Be Enforced, 


Those Who Fail To Give in Property 


|} for Taxation Will Have 10 Per 


Cent. Added to Returns, 
and Street Tax Will 
Be Doubled. 


For the first time since the Ordinance 
was adopted council’s tax committee wil) 
insist that the increase of 10 per cent 
be made to the returns of those who fal} 
to give in property for taxation during 
the regular period. 

The ordinance providing for this pen- 
alty was adopted a number of years ago, 
but it has never been enforced for the 
reason that it was believed to be a hard- 
ship upon the property owners. The pen- 
alty of 10 per cént has therefore never 
been collected, nor has the street tax 
of those who fail to make returns been 
doubled, this being another penalty. 

The tax committee of thi8 council. how- 
ever, takes the position that there is 
too muth laxity among the citizens in the 
matter of making tax returns. During 
the session of the committee yesterday 
afternoon the committee decided to re- 
quest the tax assessors to require the 
penalty of those who fail to make re- 
turns. The committeemen agreed that 
they would oppose any effert by council 
to relieve certain citizens from the pen- 
alty. 

It is probable that if the citizens who 
fail to make returns appeal to counci] 
for relief from the penalty an effort wil] 
be made to repeal the entire ordinance 
Which requires a penalty of those who 
fail to make returns within the period 
provided by law. It therefore appears 
that the law will he enforced this vear. 

As it {is customary for hundreds of 
citizens to fail to’ make returns dur- 
ing the specified dates the ordinance plac- 
ing a penalty of 10 per cent upon them 
will give the municipal] government sev- 
eral thousand dollars of unanticipated 
revenue, 

Other matters of interest were consid- 
ered by the committee yesterday after- 
noon and they will be reported upon dur- 
ing the next session of council.

~ REBUKES PAYNE 


sina General Tried To 
Cover the Scandal 


Payne Styled Tulloch a Wind Bag, 
and Said His Charges in Regard 
to Corruption in the Postal 
Department Were Only 
‘“‘Hot Air.”

Vashington, March |,—(Speciat.)—To | 
those familiar with the inside facts 
bearing upon the postal investigation 
which resulted in the conviction, the 
other day, of former Chief Machen and 
his associates, there could be nothing 
more ludicrous ‘than the letter of con- 
gratulation to Postmaster General Payne 
which President Roosevelt caused to be 
spread fin the press reports. 

It can have but one meaning—that 
the president is trying hard to justify 
kis keeping Postmaster General, Payne 
in thescabinet. 

“Primarily to ‘your credit,” writes the 
president. to his postmaster general, in 
commenting upon the results that have 
followed the investigation. ‘‘What has 
been accomplished by you,’’ he adds ir 
the course of the interesting ietter of 
justification. And so forth—in the same 
strain. 


What Payne Said Then. 

And yet when the Tulloch charges, 
which were the first step in the case, 
were calle@ to the attention of Post- 
master Genenal Payne, he sneered at 
them and he laughed. To a crowd of 
newspaper men in his office he said: 

“There are three pages that may need 
attention and forty-seven pages of* hot 
air. They are a mass of glittering gen- 
eralities. They remind one of a stump 
speech. ,This man Tulloch is a wind bag. 
Say that the postmaster general was 
asked about it, and that he just laugh- 
ed.’’ 

That was the attitude of the postmas- 
ter general on May |, 1968. He wag 
against an investigation. He sneered at 
the charges. He stood by the men wha 
have since been convicted. 
Subsequently, / Assistant Postmaster 
General Wynne took the matter to 
President Roosevelt, and was given au- 
thority to have the charges fully inves- 
tigated. Fourth Assistant Pastmaster 
General Bristow was put in charge of the 
investigation, because the postoffice in- 
spectors’ department is dixectly. under 
him. Postmaster General Payne had, in 
the meantime, gone off for a jaunt some- 
where in the Caribbean. When he got 
back, he found ‘that “igvestigation was 
under way, and he could not. stand 
against it. 
Republican Leaders Opposed Inves- 

tigation. 

Like most of the other republican poli- 
ticlans, he was strongly against inves- 
tigation. He and they thought the re- 
sult would be to show up rottenness 
under republican control of the postoffice 
department, and that the party would be 
hurt politically. In those days, Assistant 
Postmaster General Wynne was anything 
but popular in republican circles. He 
was liberally ‘‘damned’’ by republicans . 
right and left, and. there was much 
cussing that he should have been ap- 
pointed to the responsible position he 
holds. Though accredited? to Pennsyl- 
vania, the republican senators from. that 
state disclaimed all responsibility for his 
being where fe is. 

Now that there is credit to be ladled 
out, Mr. Wynne is forgotten. The pres- 
ident sings high praises of Postmaster - 
General Payne, as if he were responsi- 
ble for the whole investigation. Therg 
can be only one possible explanation, as

TAX RETURNS 
DAY IS FIXED 


Persons Who Owned Proper- 
ty February 1 Must Pay 
Taxes, 


February |! is made the date for tax 
returns this year by order of the gov- 
ernor, comptroller general and_e state 
treasurer. This means that all parties 
who owned property on February |, this 
year, will have to pay taxes on it, no 
matter whether they were in continuous 
ownership, or bought it the day before or 
sold it the day after. 

Under the law the governor, comptroller 
general and state treasurer are required 
immediately after the first of March each 
year, to. fix a date to which all returns 
for taxation of both real and personal 
property shall be referred. A day prior 
to the date of the order is, of course, 
always selected so that no one will be 
put on notice and thus given an oppor- 
tunity to transfer property, or in the 
case of personal property, get it out of 
the state. 

The date last year was March 1/5, or 
a month and a half later than the date 
selected this time. It is customary to 
get the dates some distance apart from 
year to year, so that any evasion of the 
Jaw. on the ground of the date may be 
prevented. The date must always be 
fixed between January | and April |. 
The order fixing the date for this year 
as signed yesterday is as /jollows: 

Office of Comptaler General Tax 
Department, Atlanta, Ga., March 2, 1904. 

Whereas, the general tax act, approved 
December ![6, 1900, requires the governor, 
comptroller general and the state treas- 
urer to fix a day between January |, 
and April |! of each of the years 1903 
and 1904, @s a day for making returns 
of taxés, which day ‘shall not be fixed 
until immediately after the first of March 
of each of the years menttoned (as pro-

Weather Statistics Prove 
March a Varjable 
Month, 


The weather today is likely to be cloudy 
and include rain. , 

A high barometer in the northeast and 
a low barometer in the northwest were 
responsible for.- the rain and muggy 
weather of yesterday. As a consequence 
Atlanta was not at all herself from a 
weather point of view. 

According to the official figures, the day 
proved to be |I5 degrees warmer than 
the normal. The normal temperature for 
March 2, according to tw@nty-five years 
of statistics, is 48 degrees. Yesterday 
the mean temperature was 63, with a 
minimum of 56 and a maximum of 70 
degrees. 

Just a year 


ago yesterday the ther- 
mometer .fell to 32 degrees and this 
yroved to be-the coldest day of the 
month as a freezing temperature wae 
never recorded afterward. But freezing 
temperatures in March are quite common 
and there are plenty of chances of cold 
weather coming this way. In 1902, five 
days with freezing temperature were 
recorded. On March 18 of that year 20 
degrees was recorded. The coldest March 
day on record is that of March 7, (899, 
when the temperature fell to 8 degrees. 
The warmest @&y was March 29, 1899, 
On this day the mercury rose to 83 de- 
grees. From these figures it will be seen 
that the month of March in Atlanta gives 
plenty of scope for different kinds of 
weather. 

So far this year ha@ been particularly 
fortunate so far as the fruiticrop was 
concerned in that the cold weather has 
kept the buds on the trees from swelling. 
These past few days have caused these 
buds to swell considerably, however, and 
the fruit.men all over the state of Geor- 
gia are hoping that this present March 
will be one of the last year’s kind, warm 
with only one freezing temperature 
recorded.

Favorable Report Ordered on 
the Banking Bill of Mr, 
~. Lewis,

Washington March 2.—(Spécial.)—The 
house committee on banking and cur- 
rency decided unanimously today ta re- 
1 port favorably: the bill of Representative 
Lewis, of Georgia, to permit national 
banks to loan money On real estate. 

The bill amends the present law by 
eliminating the prohibition against loans 
upon real estate and providing that a 
national bank may loan 25 per cent of 
its capital upon good real ¢state at 50 
per cent of its conservative market 
value. 

This bill fs designed to correct one of 
the evils of the present law. Ever since 
the system was established there has 
been this ban upon real estate Joans. 
Many efforts have been made in the 
past to secure this sort of change, but 
they have failed. It is believed that this 
ehange in the law will not only be of 
great VaTug to those whose holdings are in 
land, but it will necessarily result in the 
enhancement of the value of rea] es- 
tate,

Japan and Russia. 


(From The New York -Tribune.) 

Comparisons, or contrasts, between Ja- 
pan and Russia are striking, in more 
than one respect. Thus Japan has about 
47,000,000 people and Russia perhaps 
130,000,000. Again, Japan’s land area is 
scarcely 163,000 square miles, while Rus- 
sia’s is nearly 8,700,000. So Russia has 
nearly three times as many people and 
more than fifty times as much land as 
Japan. «Wherefore, we might think, Rus- 
sia might well afford to be a little less 
land hungry at Japan’s expense.) 

On the other hand, Japan, with her so 
much smaller population, hag more pupils 
in tir schools than Russia. According to 
the latest available statistics, Japan has 
4,302,623 children in elementary schools, 
and Russia only 4,193,594. Thatsis to 
say, ninety-one in every thousand Rus- 
sians are in elementary schdolg, The dis- 
proportion of numbers in secondary 
schools and universities is equally 
ed, in favor of Japan.

Military Japan. 


(From a ‘‘Handbook of Modern Japan.’’) 
dapan is divided, for military purposes, 
into seven districts, each of which is oc- 
cupied by a division. The headquarters 
of these districts are located, respective- 
ly,- at Tokio, Sendai, Nagoya, Osaka, 
Hiroshima, Kumamoto and _ Sapporo. 
There is alsé the imperial guard, with 
headquarters, of course, at Tokio. They 
are to be distinguished from other sol- 
diers by having a red, instead of a yel- 
low band, around the cap, and are ‘a 
picked corps” who present a very fine 
appearante. The war footing of the Japa- 
nese army exceeds 500,000 men, and its 
peace footing is almost 200,000. These 
figures take account only of combatants. 
The discipline, courage and endurance of 
the Japanese army have been clearly ex- 
hibited side by side with the troops of 
Occidental nations in China, and have 
suffered naught by comparison The army 
has heen called ‘“‘the most formidable 
mobile land force in the Far East, indeed 
in the whoie world of Asia,” and “the 
best army in the world for its size.’”’ And 
the remarkable manner in wWich the vari;

smoothly carry out the general plans has 
won ‘the admiration of capable critics.

Floral Hints. 


(From Woman's Home Companion). 


Transplanting Annual Ferns from the 


Woods—Fed succeed in tramZsplanting 
these ferns from the woods, as they do 
not stand transplanting during the grow- 
ing season. Select nice clumps during 
the summer, and drive ,in stakes, to lo- 
cate them; then late in the fall, just 
before the soili freezes, carefully dig 
them up, and plant them in the Ceater 
of a’ wide border in which you intend 
to plant annuals, A border on the 
north or the east side of house or 
hedge is best. Put plenty of leaf-mold 
in the border, and water freely. 

Growing the W ild Violet—Many’ per- 
gons prefer the wild violets for growing 
in borders, Dut make a mistake in try- 
ing to transplant them from the woods, 
This is extremely herd to do, as these 
plants are nut used to being transplant- 
ed. A better way is to fill the vorder 
with leaf mold from the woods, and 
watoh a: ciuster of: wild. violets until 
the blossoms begin to fade, then tie 
bunches of the blooms in little paper 
sacks. When the seeds have matured, 
cut the stems, but leave the podg in the 
sacks until August, when the seeds 
should be sown by carefully blowing 
them from a smooth surface, Do not 
cover.

STOLEN LANTERN [PANAMA TITLE 


~ CAUSED REVOLT 


 Gulbrea d tates Due to 


Trivlal Cause, 


Theft of Lantern and Eccentric Con- 


duct of Manager Responsible 
for Bloody Outbreak in 


German West 
Africa.

Berlin, March 2.—The rise of the native 
troops in Cross and Sannaga rivers’ 
region of German Kamerun, west Africa, 
resulting in several factories of the 
Northwest Kamerun company being burn- 
ed down and four Germans killed, as an- 
nounced in these dispatches M y, was 
caused by the eccentric cond of Count 
Von" Pueckler, and wag directly due to 
the theft of a lantern from the North* 
west Kamerun company. - 

Von Pueckler, who was the government 
district commissioner, was reputed to be 
& quiet and sensible administrator, hav- 
ing sound knowledge of native ways and 
character. He formerly was an employee 
of the Northwest Kamerun company, but 
recently had been employed by the gov- 
ernment. 

Herr Schoeller, president of the, com- 
pany, received in December iast a long 
letter from Count Von Pueckler’s regard- 
ing the stolen lanterns, concluding with 
the assertion that he intended to make 
the property of white men respected by 
burning five villages. Herr Scheoeller in- 
ferred from the violence of the language 
of Von Pueckler that the latter was de- 
ranged, and wrote both to the count and 
to the agerits of the company, command- 
ing that nothing be done over so trivial 
a@ matter, saying that the company for 
the first time was about to pay a divt- 
dend, and adding that the good will of 
the natives must be cultivated. Herr 
Schoeller’s letters arfived too late, Count 
Von Pueckler, with twenty-five men, tried 
to arrest the head men of one of the vil- 
lages, but the count was killed, and his 
escort with d.fficulty escaped. 

During the next few days the important 
factories in the Cross river were burned 
down and faur agents were killed. A 
punitive expedition has now arr:ved in the 
hostile district. Count Von Pueckler, as 
appears on information subsequently re- 
ceived by Herr Schoeller, has recently 
given way to fits of fury against the 
negroes, attr.butable to the state of his 
health as a result of -his long residence 
in the hot climate of equatorial west 
Agica.

Within Thirty Days the United 
States Will Be in Full Posses- 
sion of the Property—Knox 
and Roosevelt Confer

Washington, March 2.—A conclusion of 
the negotiations for the title to the Pan- 


the United States will be in full posses. 
sion of the property and the money con- 
sideration wil have been paid to both the 
republic of Panama and to the new 
Panama canal company. 

Attorney Genera] Knox had a confer- 
ence today with the president, at which 
the whole subject. so far as the legal 
phases of it are ‘concerned, was consid- 
ered, and decided. At the conclusion of 
the conference the attorney general 
caused the following statement to be 
made: 

“T have advised the president that he 
is authorized to pay at once to the re 
public of Panama the $10,000,000 stipu- 
lated for by the treaty, the ratifications 
of which have just been exchanged. Also 
that he is authorizéd to pay to the new 
Panama canal company the $40,000,000 
which under the agreement between the 
United States and that company we are 
to pay for its property, and havVe notified 
the canal company we are ready to close 
the transaction. 

“The details In connection with the 


,| transfer of the canal company’s property 


should not require more than thirty 
days.’’ 
dt appears that after thorough consid- 


efation of the entire subject Attorney 


General] Knox its satisfied with the title? 


which the canal company is able to 
pass to the United States. In his opin- 
ion, it will not be necessary to pursue 
the investigation further. Mr. Knox 
declines to discuss the pending litigation 
in the French courts, but the inference 
from his authorized statement is plain 
that he does not regard it as q serious 
menace to the validity’ of the title to 
the property which the company will 
pass to the United States. 

It has not been determined how soon 
the $10,000,000 will be paid to the re 
public of Panama. Some details regard- 
ing the transfer of the canal company’s 
property remain yet to he arranged. 

Secretary Shaw practically has com- 
pleted arrangements at the treasury de- 
partment for money necessary to meet 
the obligations incurred through the pure 
chase of the canal company’s property. 
It is likely that in a short time he 
will issue a call upon thé) banks which 
are depositories of government bonds for 
the money to be paid out. His arrange- 
ments have been affected s0 as not to 
disturb seriously the financial condition 
of the country, ; 


Colombia’s Suit Not ‘Withdrawn, 

Paris, March 2.—It was asserted posi- 
tively by one of the highest officials in 
the Panama canal company that, con- 
trary to the statement emanating from 
New Orleans, no arrangement has been 
made or projected between the company 
and the republic of Colombia in connec- 
tion with the suits now pending before 
the French courts. 

The official deciared there is absolute- 
ly no difficulty in the way of an imme- 
diate conclusion of the negotiations for 
the. transfer of the concession to the 
United States, as the company maintains 
that the French procedure does not pro- 
vide for an injunction, that there cannot 
be any legal restraint of the transfer, 
and also that practically all the assets of 
the company, ,consisting of material for 
construction, dredges, ete., are in Pan- 
ama, outside of the jurisdiction of the 
French courts: It is further pointed out 
that :f the transfer to the United States 
is effected, subséquent proceedings will 
be ineffective so far as applying to the 
United States. 

At the Colombia legation here it was 
said that no negotiations were in progress 
between Colombia and the canal company 
for the withdrawal! of the sults. The offi- 
cials of the company are inclined to be- 
lieve the report of a_— gettlement 
through negotiations for & treaty looking, 
to the adjustment of thé differences be- 
tween Colombia and Panama, in which 
may be settled the question of the owner- 
ship of the shares of the company former- 
ly voted by Colombia and now one of the 
subjects of the pending litigation.

Council’s Ordinance Com<- 
mittee Recommends Proba- 
tion System for Adoption. 


The ordinance proviging for the creas 
tion of the children’s and probation sys- 
tem «<ourt for the municipalffy will be 
reported upon favorably by the ordinance 
comnifttee, of which Councilman Hynds 
is chairman, during the session of coun- 
cil next Monday afternoon. 

The ordinance was considered and rec-

The ordinance is that one Which hag 
been the especial object of solicitude 
among the ladies of Atlanta ever since 
the annual meeting of the National Con- 
ference of Charities and Correction in 
Atlanta last May. The probation sys- 
tem for juvéTiies was one of the ques- 
tions discussed during that m@eting and 
the remarks of fhe speakers made a pro- 
found impression not only upon the la- 
dies of the city buf upon al] whe are 
interested in reform work, 

The ordinance cOmmitte of counefi has 
been considering the measure ever since 
the first of the year. The members of 
the body found considerable difficulty tn 
making the measure conform to local 
conditions. They believe that they have 
now succeeded and will endeavor to im- 
press upon councilmen next Monday the 
importance of the measure. 

During the session of yesferday after- 
noon also the ordinance committee con- 
sidered the advisability of placing a tax 
of $100 per annum upon all trading 
stamp companies ard all who do a dis- 
count-for-cash business through the 
agency of rebate. checks of any kind. 
Final action was deférred unti] Saturday 
morning at 10 o’clock in order to allow 
representatives of the companies to be 
heard from.

Chicago, March 2.—Alarm, officially ex- 
pressed, for winter wheat, the railroad 
strike in Argentina and prospects of a 
cold wave combined today to. create 
strength in wheat.~ Closing prices were 
about the best of the day, May being !*gc 
above last night; July 2%c, corn %@%%*e, 
oats %@%c and provisions 2%4@22'4c 


higher. 

Perhaps the feature that attracted most 
‘attention from wheat traders was the 
government crop report, which, in its 
general ming up of the appearance of 
winter wheat, stated that the condition of 
the plant was unpromising over much the 
greater part of the wheat belt, because 
of severe weather without snow covering. 
The seriousness of the Argent.sne strike 
was emphasized anew, cable dispatch: 
from Liverpool stating that fear of a 
curtailment of shipments from Argentina 
on account of the strike caused relative 
strength in English markets in the face 
of a sharp decline here yesterday. Under 
these influences the market opened strong 
with May up !@l%c at 98%@99c and 
July %@%ec higher at 9244@92'¢. May 
soon lost its init:al strength, developing 
decided weakness on general liquidation, 
Before any support came out it had gone 
to 97%c. With the timid longs quite 
thoroughly sold out, offerings became 
scaree and the prices gradually worked 
toward a higher level, The more distant 
de‘iveries held firm in spite of the early 
decl:ne in May commission houses being 
active buyers of both July and Septem- 
ber. Among the features was a marked 
improvement in the export demand. The 
prospects of a cold wave in the southwest 
gave added zest to the buying, the vol- 
ume of business reaching a large total. 
After selling up to 99%e, May closed at 
991,c. July closed at 94%c. Clearances 
equaled 77,600 bushels. Primary receipts 
were 626,000 bushels, against 430,900 a 
year ago. Minneapolis Duiuth and Chli- 
cago reported receipts of 414 cars, against 
290 last week and 320 a year ago. 

Weakness prevailed in corn during the
